It is only within recent yters that , 
the movement for better reads has 
gained force. The consequfiif ■ 
delay are phown In tho fact thai t'l " 
nrn now but 190, 47ft miles of Improvd 
roads In this country. These Improved 
roads constitute S.66 per cent, of the | 
total mileage cf all public roads, im- 
proved and unimproved. It fa figured 
that the percentage will have to t>e In- 
.creased to 20 befotSi trafflo can be 
moved thrnuKhout tho country wUh 
the minimum of wear and tear on 
horse, wagons and automobiles. 

The French system of roads, long 
considered the best In the world. w«a 
bonded by Nayoleoa m. for $6,000,- 
000, and something in the neighbor- 
hood of $613,776,000 has already been 
spent on that system. In this country. 
owInK to the great distances, It is 
probable that close to $2,000,000,000 
will have to be spent before a proper 
road system is developed. 

While the amooat neoeasary to per- 
fect a great road system seems fabn- 
lously large, it doee not seem too large 
when it Is divided among the various 
states and spread over a period of 
five, ten or fifteen years When It 
Is considered that New Yofk state 
has bonded Itself for $60,000,000 
and that $6,000,000 a year is now 
being expended by that state, it will 
be seen that a nation-wide system 
might soon be perfected were all 
states to progress as rapidly. 

South Carolina, Alabama and Flor- 
ida have also made great gains by 
building sand-clay roads, and this is a 
very cheap and satislitotafy typo o' 
road balldlag.

The window gardener's year begins 
in September, because that is the 
time to bring tender planU Indoors 
and beoansa bulbs begin to arrive 
then. 

Tho Meal is to liave flowera Indoors 
every day thua the first frost of au 
tann nntn the last frost of spring 

Bulbs alone will give flowers from 
Christmas to Eaater. A lltle $2 col 
lection of bulbs will give a spot of 
color daily if carefuly selected and 
managed, but It is pleasant to have a 
roomful of bulbs — about 260 pots. 

The most practical bolbs for Christ- 
mas bloom are Roman hyacinths and 
the paper white narcissus. Chinese 
sacred lilies will also bloom then If 
protected from drafts. 

I^or February, plan to have cro- 
cuses.

The young 
plants may be enltivated la rows < 
other garden vegetables, and set In 
permanent rows or bods this fall or 
spring. 

The plants are very hardy, will 
■tand al! kindfi of treatment, but will 
respond liberally to good treatment, 
and thrive in one place for ten or 
twenty yews. The asparagus plant is 
don^ly Qsetul. -The young shoots can 
be used for food, and the foliage 
branches for decoration. Sprays of 
asparagus are equaled by few other 
plants tor their pleasing affaet ir 
deeoratioa.

Increased attention ia being given 
in butter-i'rofluciiiR districts to the 
grading of cream and the arranging of 
price achedulea to conform more near- 
ly with the real value ot different 
gradea ot the produet Laek ot qoal- 
Ity baa long been a seHoiu detriment 
to the dairy Intercats of tbe United 
Statea, regardless of locality. Tbe 
production of a blghor quality of 
cream by tbe Individual farmerj^W 
long been urged by tlie ereamer^ op- 
erators aa the prime nteesslty to tbe 
production ot better butter. For tbe 
ni$st part, however, creamery Inter- 
ests and creamery operators — even 
under the co-operative plan— have of- 
fered no particular Inducement to 
the farmer to Improve the quality of 
hla product. Producing cream under 
the moat improved conditioujU and 
keepUig and delivering It In tba beet 
possible eoadltloB generally costs more 
work and sspps BBOaey than tbe pro- 
ductloiuof an Inferior product. Aa 
long aa cream 1b paid for on a flat 
scale at ao much per pound of butter 
fat regardless of condition, tbe great 
bulk of farmers are not going to spend 
money and effort to deliver a hlgk* 
grade product at tbe creamery. When, 
however, a priee .difleranoe fa paid 
eommenaurate with the real difference 
bn quality the matter becomes a ques- 
tion of economics, as it properly 
should, and there ia a tangible object 
In delivering cream of high quality. 
There Is just as much good, soand 
seaaon back of grading erefm aa gay 
Ing for It according to Its relative 
value as there Is In the grading o 
wheat and com.
